Devereux was abducted from his 
home on September 23rd, 1940, in his 
own car, by Plant and Walsh, held a 
prisoner for four days in Co. Tipperary, 
and then shot by Plant and buried by 
Plant and Davern in a hole on the 
slopes of Sliabh na mBan, where his 
body was found twelve months aíter- 
wards.

URTHER criticism of the

MALTA HEAVILY RAIDED 


After one hundred and fifty-three 
bombing raids in February, Malta on 
Sunday experienced one of the most 
intense attacks on the island since the 
German Air Force returned to Sicily in 
December, says the Air Ministry News 
Service. Throughout the morning there 
were several small raids, mostly ME. 
sweeps, calculated to wear down the 
island's fighter defence. 

The main raid developed at lunch 
time, and from then onwards wayes of 
Ju. 88 bombers, with fighter escorts, 
came over intermittently until early 
evening. R.A.F. fighters and anti-air- 
craft artillery were continuously in 
action, and as a result military damage 
was negligible. Civilian property, 
however, again suffered; a church, as 
well as a block of flats, was hit. For- 
tunately, casualties were light, most 
people seeking refuge in the deep 
shelters hewn out of the limestone. 
Hurricanes engaged the attackers and 
two bombers were seriously damaged. 
These aircraft, together with a ME. 
109, are unlikely to have regained 
their bases. i 
In February there were twenty 
fewer alerts than in January. Of these 
alerts 153 developed into actual bomb- 
ing raids, ninety-seven during the night 
and fifty-six during the daylight. 
Heavy and light anti-aircraft gun bat. 
teries destroyed nine raiders—six 
bombers and three fighters—while 
Hurricanes shot down two bombers 
and three Messerschmitts.

FAR-REACHING EFFECTS 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The Gas Company last night said :— 

“The Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ 
Gas Company announces, with regret, 
that, commencing from to-day, an un- 
restricted supply of gas cannot be 
given. ‘When it became apparent that 
coal supplies were about to become 
scarcer the company made every effort 
to accumulate reserves, and did, in 
fact, succeed in acquiring very large 
stocks. These have been exhausted for 
a considerable time, and it has been 
necessary to rely on deliveries from 
week to week, but by strenuous efforts 
it was possible to maintain them at 
just a sufficient rate. In recent weeks 
there has been a curtailment of ye 
of coal because of the demands of high 
priorities in Great Britain. The weekly 
quota on which the ma had been 
relying was seriously reduced, and, to 
the small extent to which they were 
available, any supplementary supplies 
were unsuitable for producing gas. 
Furthermore, all present supplies are 
of a type for which our plant was not 
Sieiansd, 

“The result of the various factors is 
that we would now be unable to main- 
tain the normal gas supply even by 
working our plant to full capacity. We 
have already gone to the extreme limit 
in this direction, and part of the plant 
must be shut down to-day for repairs. 
The fact is that the emergency, in so 
far as concerns the unexpectedness with 
which it has arisen, is altogether of 
recent origin, and is attributable to the 
unsuitability of the coals received with- 
in the last few days. The company has 
made every possible endeavour to main- 
tain a full supply of gas as long as 
possible, and in this was influenced b 
three major considerations—the hard- 
ship which restrictions will inflict on all 
classes of consumers, the consequential 
unemployment in industries dependent 
on gas, and the adverse effect on the 
price of gas which any ~ substantial 
diminution of output entails.’’

The City 
Manager (Mr. P. J. Hernon) recently 
held a sitting in the City Hall to hear 
evidence of parties concerned in some 
115 premises reported as unfit for human 
habitation. Notices have been served 
under the section of the Act mentioned 
which empowers the local authority, 
after consultation with owner or 
mortgagee, either to accept an under- 
taking as to the future use of the 
pei úiNHH AR or to order their demoli- 
ion. 

After hearing the evidence of the 
Medica] Officer of Health, the Engineer 
and Dangerous Buildings Officer as to 
the condition of the premises, and the 
representations made on behalf of the 
owners, the City Manager intimated 
that he would consider the evidence 
tendered and communicate his decisions 
in the various cases in due course. 

Many of the parties concerned 
indicated their preparedness to accept 
a decision by the City Manager to ake 
demolition orders in regard to their 
premises, while others submitted pro- 
posals as to repairs and future uses. 

Already several hearings of a similar 
nature have been held by the City 
Manager under the ‘section referred to, 
and extensive demolition orders have 
been determined upon. The Corpora- 
tion intends to continue this policy as a 
part of the general housing programme.

SOVIET OFFENSIVE 
QUICKENED 


FIERCE ATTACKS ON 
GERMAN KEY POINTS 
| pete sóisir) 
OSCOW, Monday.—From North- 


West Russia to the Crimea 
the Soviet Armies are quickening 
the tempo of their offensive, with 
terrific blows at key-points in the 
German winter defences. Amid the 
forests south of Staraya Russa 
General Kurochkin is hunting down 
the divisions of the encircled 16th 
German Army, and tightening his 
hold on this important rail-link 
town itself. 

On the central front General Zhukov 
is developing pressure against Vyazma, 
the advance point of Germany's 
Smolensk positions, and the town 1s 
believed to be a the same 
virtual encirclement as Rzhev, to the 
north. From Orel to the shores of the 
Sea of Azov fierce Russian attacks are 
reported, and on the Crimea the bid 
to drive the Germans out is being in- 
tensified from the outer defences of 
Sebastopol, and from the Kerch 
Peninsula in the east. 

The terrible Russian winter is near- 
ing a final month, which may see still 
greater development of the blows by 
which the Red Army hopes to force 
into battle still more of the reserves 
of men and material Herr Hitler seeks 
to retain for his ME ETS : 

Recent, reports from Southern Russia 
—where the Soviets may reasonably 
expect the biggest German effort—have 
been lacking in detail, but both those 
from Moscow and those from Berlin 
have indicated the nature of Marshal 


Timoshenko’s efforts between Orel 
and Kursk, Kursk and Kharkov, 
and further south in the deep 
thrust which has left Tanganrog 
still in German hands, but 
far behind the advancing front. 


Ground may have to be given «gain, 
but the Russian plan contemplates a 
tremendous German effort, which will, 
none-the-less, lack the punch and sus- 
tained power of the summer offensives— 
one for which big new armies and vast 
reserves of material have been built up 
in readiness, 

Unofficial reports say that three 
German divisions have been routed in

FIGHTING IN CRIMEA 


BEBRLIN, Mandan eee

GERMAN TANKERS’ 
IN CHANNEL 


SHARP ATTACK BY 
BRITISH PATROL - 


a on 


A strongly-escorted convoy of two 
medium-sized tankers sailing up the 
Channel at night, close to the 
French coast, was attacked 
by British M.T.B.s (high-speed 
‘* Mosquito ” craft), and one of the 
tankers was torpedoed and left drift- 
ing, surrounded by its escort. 

“ Last night our patrols of light 
craft in the English Channel located 
two enemy tankers of medium size, in 
convoy, strongly escorted by enemy 
small craft,’ says a British Admiralty 
statement. last night. 

“ The enemy convoy was attacked by 
our M.T.B.s, under the command of 
Lieutenant L. J. H. Gamble, R-N., and 
a torpedo hit on one of the enemy 
tankers was obtained. A second torpedo 
may also have hit. 

“ Our forces were heavily engaged 
by the enemy escorts and by shore 
batteries, but there were no casualties, 
and only one of our M.T.B.s suffered 
superficial damage in this attack. 

“ Later our patrols found that one 
enemy tanker was lying stopped and 
drifting, surrounded by a numerous 
escort of small craft. A second attack, 
under the command of Lieutenant- 
Commander N. Pumphrey,. D.S.C., 
R.N., was attempted, but this failed 
to locate the damaged tanker owing 
to fog which suddenly shut down. 

“While searching for their targets our 
attacking forces were in action with 
enemy light craft. In these very brief 
engagements the damage inflicted cn 
the enemy could not be assessed. Our 
forces altered no loss of life, but one 
of our M.T.B.s suffered minor damage.”

NEW FRUIT IN 
DUBLIN 


PRICE WILL NOT BE 
HIGH

RANGES, lemons, grapefruit 

and figs—five thousand cases 


of them—will be launched on the 
parched Dublin market to-day. It is 
nearly twelve months since a supply 
of citrus frnit came to Dublin. 
Since the arrival of the —— 
speculation as to whether’ the 
fruit would come under Government 
control, or whether it would be the 
subject of a price-fixing order, has been 
rife, but a prominent distributor 


step was neither necessary nor practical. 

“We have good friends in Spain,” he 
said, ‘‘who have sent us the fruit 
without a penny payment before it 
reached the market. They have given 
the fruit to this country in spite of the 
existence of other and possibly more 
profitable markets nearer home, and 
they have asked nothing but a reason- 
able price for it. The market for this 
fruit in Ireland is really a restricted 
one; outside the cities it would take a 
month to sell a dozen oranges. In this 
cargo there will be plenty of oranges 
and lemons for everyone, and there is 
no need to ration them. If another 
cargo comes along in a short time the 
market would be so flooded that they 
would rot on the dealers. 

“ The price of this fruit will not be 
high,” he added. ‘‘ It would be un. 
reasonable if the public was asked to 
pay more for an orange to-morrow than 
the price of a good tir Irish apple, 
‘although it has to travel a athe i of 
thousand miles and the freight amounts 
to more than the pre-war value of the 
cargo. Our Spanish friends do not 
want sky-high prices, and neither do 
we; and the best advice to the dealers 
is to keep their heads and ensure that 
no injury will be inflicted on the market 


ere. 

“The actual cost of the oranges, 
lemons and grapefruit would be little 
more than a penny each, and, although 
the freight is terrific, they should 
return a reasonable profit at from 4d, 
to 6d. retail, according to size.’” 


POST WAR PLANNING 


- REBUILDING NORTHERN 
AREAS 


The Select Committee on Unemploy- 
ment set up by the Northern Ireland 
Government last year, in ite final re- 
port issued yesterday suggests that 
now is the time to draw up a general 
plan for the rebuilding of war-damaged 
areas and the improvement of other 
districts.

HUSBAND’S Si 


HAT she had neither hand, act, 

nor part in the death of her 

husband . that, her nei wre: 
wed no spite or ‘ill-will against 
that she had ee to fogs “with 
Hassett ‘‘ ever in her life” . that 
her husband and Hassett always were 
good friends, were among the state- 
ments made by Mrs. Sarah Madigan 
(41), who is accused of the murder b 
strychnine asia, of her husband, 
Patrick Madigan (60), a county council 
road worker, on September 23 last. 

It was the seventh day of the hearing of 
the case in the Central Criminal Court, 
Green street, Dublin. The cross-examina- 
tion of the accused woman concinded 
yesterday, and the hearing was adjourned 
until this morning. 

When telling the Court yesterday of the 
arrest of her danghter, Norah (who is to 
be tried separately), and of her own arrest, 
she cried. Many of her answers to Mr. 
McCarthy were inaudible at the Press table. 


WIDOW’S EVIDENCE 


Mrs. Madigan said that on the day her 
husband died she had had nothing to do 
with the preparation of his meals, as she 
was in bed. She did not put strychnine in 
her husband’s breakfast or dinner. The 
food was kept in a press in the kitchen. 
Her daughter, Norah, would prepare the 
meals, but her family often helped them- 
‘selves. On the day of her hushand’s death 
she went to O’Mara’s with other women. 
A boy had told her that her husband had 
got a pain while on the road, and that a 
doctor and priest had been sent for. She 


found her husband ane the yard. He 
said: “God help us witness stayed 
with him for some before going to 
the kitchen. She Se in great distress. 
She saw her husband’s bag on ‘the wall. 
She denied turning it out or taking a piece 
of paper from it and throwing it into the 
fire. She did not remember having turned 
off the gramophone when Hassett danced 
with other women. She denied that she 
was with Simon Hassett one night at 11.30. 
The witness said that on one occasion, 
when her husband accused her of 
familiarity with _ she threw a bottle 
at him, and he threw it back. When on 
another occasion water scalded her hus- 
band’s face during a quarrel she did not 
get anything tor the burn, because she 
did not think it was so bad at the time. 
If her husband came back gn night the 
door would have been opened for him. She 
wanted him back. She did not tell him 
to stay away. 


HUSBAND'S CHARGE 


In further cross-examination the witness 
Said that her husbend first accused her 
of carrying on with Hassett sometime in 
the July or August previous to her hus- 
band’s death. FEarlicr, her husband had 


suggested that the last child was not his. 


The witness said something to her husband;

LONDON IN GOOD FORM 


A sharp rise in British Funds was the 
outstanding feature of the London Stock 
Markets yesterday. The buoyance of this 
group refiected demand arising out of the 
disbursement of over £70 millions as a 
result of the requisitioning of Indian 24 
p.c. and 3 p.c. Stocks. The volume of 
money seeking reinvestment was swelled by 
interest payments on Victory Bonds and 
Conversion Threes. Old War Loan and 
Conversion 32g p.c, figured prominently in 
the rise, the former gaining he to 10514 
and the latter 14 to 106516. 

Outside the Gilt-edged market business 
moved quietly, but Industrials generally 
preserved firmness, with Imperial Tobaccos 
still in the limelight and leading Stores 
issues attracting fresh attention.

HE annual general es of 
Milton Pro ee: Ltd., was 


hela ‘ast Thursday (February 


26th) at Wincheste House, London, | 


E.C., Mr. H. 8. Clough (chairman of 
the company) presiding. 

The Chairman said that the accounts 
for the year to 30th September, 1941, 
showed a net, profit of ‘CAI ,677.

As was anticipated in my last speech, 
no loss was incurred during the past 
year, and a small profit was made. 
There has been further progress during 
the current year and a larger profit 
should be made. 

The unique properties ot the hypo- 
chlorites and their non- -poisonous nature, 
are of particular value ir the agricul- 
tural field. ‘‘ Deosan,”’ both '' blue 
label ” for veterinary and poultry use, 
_— ‘red label” for dairy and general 
farm use, dha the veterinary sur- 
geon and the farmer with hypochlorites 
which, in their respective classes, 
combine maximum stability with an 
absence of dangerous causticity. 

A PRODUCTION RECORD. 

The goods manufactured by this com- 
pany for its own business and for its 
subsidiaries during the calendar year 
1941 constituted a record year’s pro- 
duction. Although the setting up of a 
factory in the > ae Counties has, for- 
tunately, not been justified by any 
damage being done to our main 
premises, the increased production 
could not have been made without the 
additional plant. 

Last year I referred to a small de 
crease in our export business, and ex 
pressed the opinion that, notwithstand 
ing the closing of all our European 
markets, the result was satisfactory. 
This year we show a large increase on 
last year’s turnover. This result. 
achieved despite the loss of markets 
and shipping difficulties, may be attri 
buted mainly to the reorganisation of 
our export department three years 
earlier. 

Once again the Board wishes to 
thank the management, the office and 
outside staffs and the factory workers 
for their efforts, which during the 
second year of war difficulties have 
contributed so much to the satisfactory 
results obtained. 

This short and incomplete account of 
the company’s work is an illustration 
of the vital importance of private en 


terprise.
